Time is what we all need nowa­ 
days.

enough, to handle all the jobs we

to daily living, so that we can do 
our civic duties and keep up our 
family lives as well,

Now, one place we can all save 
time is in the preparation of the 
family meals. Not decreasing the 
\ nutritional value of our meads. In- 
< deed no! For today, more than over 
I before, the government is ur ging us 
to keep up the high standards of 
our meals, even to increase them 
where possible. But we can reduce 
* our cooking to quick and simple 
; dishes that will cut kitchen time 
land still make balanced meals. 
Compact cookery is the answer to 
I this need. The so-called one-dish 
dinner in which meat and vegetables 
and sauce are all slowly simmered 
I in a casserole or skillet, then ar­ 
ranged together on a platter and 
served as one. One-dish dinners are 
not only time and effort savers, but 
they are easy on your pocketbook 
besides.
